A sail.o white and colored 
drilling, séwn in alternate strips, or 
even of patched skins, assists the lab- 
oring vessel through the water. Some 
of the occupants paddle when they 
feel like it, others scan the shore or 
watch the wate rippling from the 
stern. If prowrens is too slow even for 
the Eskimo the dogs are put ashore, a 
stout line of walrus hide is attached 
the bow, and they tow the beat 
along.
